odd/even gas plan 


The mayors and city managers of the 
four West End cities have decided to 
wait a month before deciding whether to 
adopt the odd-even gas distribution plan 
now in effect in neighboring counties 

The officials, meeting in the Montclair 
City Council chambers, indicated they 
would rather wait to see how the gas 
situation is during the last 10 days of 
March before making a decision 

Montclair City Manager Lauren 
Wasserman said a survey conducted in 
his city showed that i4 per cent of the 
persons buying gas in Montclair lived in 
Los Angeles County. But Wasserman 
added that 56 per cent of them worked in 
San Bernardino County and were simply 
buying gas on the way to work 

Advocates of the odd-even plan in the 
West End have contended that failure to 
implement the plan will result in many 
east Los Angeles County motorists filling 
up their tanks in the San Bernardino 
County. 

Wasserman said the odd-even system 
generally doesn't shorten lines but it 
does give a person a ‘'fighting chance’’ to 
get gas. 

Wasserman said some service station 
operators were opposed to the pian 
because they thought checking gas 
gauges and license plates would extend 
lines at the pumps and increase their 
overhead. 

One of the stipulations of the odd-even 
plan is a requirement that a customer 
have half a tank or less of fuel 

Wasserman said some service station 
operators believe that at the end of the 
month when gas is in short supply and 
lines are long the odd-even plan won't be 
of much help 

Upland Mayor Abner Haldeman said 
he has advised service station 
operators to get together and come up 
with a pian of their own in order to avoid 
more government control 

Haldeman said he had been advised by 
service station operators not to support 
the odd-even plan. He said some stations 
in Upland have worked out a play 


whereby the public can get gas. The ser- 
vice station operators don't want odd- 


even, he said 


Haldeman said if a community is tied 
to odd-even it is in a legal situation that 


leads to “crazy economics 


City manager Bob Fast said a survey 


of service stations in Chino indicated 
that about half were opposed to odd-even 
and that half were in favor of it 

Ontario City Manager Ken Hunter said 
a survey of stations in his city showed 
that 24 were opposed to odd-even. 9 were 
in favor and § didn’t care. 


Newly-elected Ontario Mayor Paul 
eTreadway said an investigation was 
needed to determine if there was a true 
shortage of gasoline 


He said the people were upset and that 
they wanted action

cut by 20 percent 


The San Bernardino County Board of 
Supervisors has heard a report from its 
Public Works Agency revealing an 
average 20 to 22 per cent decrease in use 
of electric power by County buildings in 
San Bernardino 

Officials said the figures were com 
piled by the Southern California Edison 
Co. which has been monitoring the Coun 
ty’s use of energy during the past four 
months 

The Public Works Agency officials 
said the reduction is the result of the 
County s energy conservation program 

uch primarily involves elimination of 
unnecessary lighting and reduction in 4 
use of heating and cooling systems 

Among the leading buildings in-redue: 
ing energy uge were: the County 
Courthouse witha 38 per cent reduction 
followed by 32 per cent in February, the 
Public Works Agency with 30 per cent in 
January and 23 per cent in February, the 


County Civic Center (east) with 25 per 


cent in January and 22 per cent in 
February, and the County Welfare 


building with 12 per cent in January and 
21 per cent in February

subsequent plan for energy load reduc 
tion developed by the County Depart- 
ment of Communications and Emergen 
cy Services at the request of the Edison

These dwarfs are delightful 
They grow 30 to 36 inches tall 
with handsome green leaves 
and sturdy stalks loaded 
practically ail summer with 
flowers. The colors are Chinese 
coral, shell pink, primrose 
yellow, soft rose, orange, and 
there is a cherry red. The 
dwarfs are suited to small 
gardens as accent plants and 
are fine in tubs and planters 
Several mail-order nurseries 
have them 

And perhaps you have never 
grown callas, or don’t realize 
that in addition to white they 
now can be had in pink, yellow, 
and a sort of golden apricot 
with red, bronze, and lavender 
flushes. Try some beside your 
pool 

Ranunculus are very double 
buttercups, pretty little 
rosettes. The double and semi-
